Gulf oil talks collapse 


TEHERAN (AP). — Price talks 
broke down yesterday between the 
world’s major oil companies and 
the producing countries of the 
Persian Gulf. :

The renewed invitation to Egypt 
to join Israel in a concrete defini- 
tion of their mutual obligations 
under a peace agreement, as & pre- 
lude to a discussion of outstanding 
problems such as refugees and fron- 
tiers, was the main burden of Is- 
rael's latest note to Cairo delivered 
through Ὅτ. Jarring, 


This was blasted last night by 
Egypt's U.N. Ambassador Dr. Mu- 
hammad El-Zayyat as evidence of 
Israel's intent to sabotage the Jar- 
ring talks: and of her refusal to im- 
plement the November resolution 
through “total withdrawal.” 


Although ,the publeation of the 
Zayyat statement was another blow 
to Dr. Jarring’s hope of replacing 
public harangues with quiet diplo- 
macy, observers in Jerusalem viewed 
it as a possible Egyptian substitute 
for a meeting of the Security Coun- 
cil — or even, for repewed war.

Ὁ Thant said the states involved 
in the negotiations were now de- 
scribing in greater detail their view 
of their obligations under the Sec- 
urity Council resolution of Novem- 
ber, 1967, which set down guide- 
Vines for a possible settlement. 

“I take this opportunity to ap- 
peal to the parties to pursue their 
Tole in the discussions in a construc- 
tive manner, to cooperate with Am- 
bassador Jarring with a view to the 
carrying out of Resolution 242, and 
fm this very difficult and crucial 
state of the discussions to withhold 
fire, to exercise milltary restraint, 
and to maintain the quiet that has 
prevailed In the area since August, 
1970," he declared.

MUCH TO BE CLARIFIED 

But his 400-word report conceded: 
“Much further clarification Is re- 
quired.”

which were submitted to Your Ex- 
cellency (Jarring) reveal: that Is- 
rael continues in its refusal to im- 
plement the Security Council resoiu- 
tion, since Israel does not commit 
itself to withdrawal from ali Arab 
territories lt occupied in Juve, 1967. 

“We also consider that the peace 
referred to by Israel in {ts notes 
remains meaningless as long as 15- 
rael evades the total withdrawal 
from the Arab territories... 

“Israel's deliberate omission in 
its notes of peace guarantees, the 
open opposition by the leaders to the 
stationing of U.N. peace-keeping 
forces in which the four permanent 
members of the Security Council 
would participate to guarantee peace, 
and its opposition to the establish- 
ment of demilitarized zones-.astride 
the borders, clearly underline Is- 
rael's rejection of a just and last- 
ing peace.” 

NOL REJECTION 

But U.N. diplomats stressed that 
the Egyptian document did not re- 
present a rejection of U Thant's 
appeal since it was delivered to Dr. 
Jarring on Monday, The memo- 
‘randum did not mention the ques- 
tion of cease-fire. It concentrated 
Jts attacks on Israel's alleged re- 
fusal to implement U.N. decisions, 
principally those deallng with “the 
‘inadmissiblHty of the acquisition of 
territonies by force." 

Diplomats close to the negotia- 
tions still expressed confidence that 
fighting would not resume on the 
Canal after midnight tomorrow.

Her 
class of 16 children were out for 
8 natural science lesson when the 
mine went off. 


Hijackers blow up Indian plane 


NEW DELHI (AP). — The Indian 
Airlines Fokker Friendship turbo- 
prop hijacked to Lahore in West 
Pakistan three days ago was blown 
up last night, Radio Pakistan re- 
ported. 

The Indian Government imme- 
diately cancelled Pakistan's right 
to ἂν aircraft over Indian territory. 

Radio Pakistan, in a broadcast 
monitored here, said the plane was 
destroyed by three explosions. The 
two hftjackers, who commandeered 
the airplane while it was on 8 
domestic flight over Kashmir State 
Saturday, -were slightly injured by 
the explosions and admitted to a 
hospital where they are “out of 
danger," the redio added. 

The 26 passengers and four crew 
Members had returned to Indla by 
road on Monday. 

Radio Pakistan said the hijackers 
were ingide the alrcraft when the 
first explosions occurred but jump- 
ed out as the fire spread. The two 
men tried to prevent fre engines 
from rushing to the burning plane, 
the radio added.” 

As soon as the broadcast was 
heard here, the Indian Foreign Min- 
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istry’s official spokesman condemn- 
ed the blowing up of the plane. 
“We are shocked and surprised, 
especially in view of the fact that 
the Pakistan High Commission this 
evening reconfirmed Pakistan’s com- 
mitment to return the plane.”

SPITE the unseasonable warmth 
this winter your: family may 
enjoy a hot dessert for a change. 
As these desserts are usually 
high in cajories then instead 
of side dishes ke ‘fried po- 
tatoes or rice, use salads and veg- 
etables such as spinach, leeks, etc. 
Only the slim don't have to worry 
about calories on the menu! 


Bread Pudding (6 big servings) 

1 litre milk, 2 cups fine dry bread 
crumbs, 2 tablespoons melied but- 
ter, 1 cup melted honey for you 
can, if you wish, use corn syrup) 
3 seperated eggs, ὃ tbsps. sugar, 
1 teaspoon brandy or rum or vanilla, 
and for ἃ filling use 1 cup of 
ony red jom or even a sauce of 
any kind you like, 

Pour the milk over the bread 
crumbs. Blend the melted butter 
with the honey (which you will 
have to dissolve so that it will be 
clear, over a low flame) and add 
the well beaten egg yolks (but be 
sure the honey is not hot). Add 
the brandy and mix with the milk- 
crumb mixture. Turn into a butter- 
ed casserole and bake in a mo- 
derate oven until firm. Spread the 
pudding with the jam and top with 
the egg white beaten stiff with the 
sugar added. Bake until the top- 
ping is gilded. Serve hot or warm, 
as you wish. : 

Honeyed Rice 
1 cup rew rice, % cup honey, 
1% cup raising, 1 tbs. margarine, 
2 eggs well beaten, 1 tbsp. lemon 
juice, grated rind of % lemon, 1 
tsp. vanilla, 4 tbsps. chopped nuta, 
cinnamon to taste. 

Boil the rice in 2 cups of water 
over a low flame for 17 minutes. 
Mix ali the other ingredients and 
bake in a, well greased pan until 
the top is gilded. Serve hot (or 
cooled if you wish). 


Pumpkin-Squash Soufflé 
1 cup cooked pumpkin-type yel- 
low squash, dash of ginger or more 
‘cinnamon or both, 2 cup brown 
or white sugar, 3 egg whites, dash 
of salt, 1 tsp. cornflour. 

Put the pumpkin-squash through 
8 sieve, add the cinnamon, corn- 
flour and sugar and mix well. Beat 
the egg whites until stiff, add the 
salt and fold into the mixture. Pour 
this into a baking dish — about 
% full — and put into a pan of

Sweet Potato Pudding 


+ or 5 medium sweet potatoe 
(should be about 5 cups when 
cooked}, ‘4 cup melted butter or 
margarine, 1% cups brown sugar 
or δαὶ of it honey and white 
sugar, dash of salt, 4 beaten egg 
yolks, % cup Sharir or other wine, 
dash of mutmeg or ginger or οἷπ- 
namon or cloves, 4 stiffly beaten 
egg whites. 

Boll the sweet potatoes in their 
skins and remove the peels. Mash 
while still hot. While it 1s cool- 
ing cream the butter or margarine 
and the sugar together. Add the 
beaten egg yolks and mix weil, 
Add the mashed sweet potatoes and 
wine and spice. Then fold in the 
beaten egg whites mixed with the 
salt. Pour into a well greased cas- 
serole aud bake in a moderate oven 
for about % of an hour. Serve hot 
if you wish. 


Batter Pudding 


3 eggs (whites and yolks separat- 
ed), 4 tablespoons sugar, 1 table- 
spoon melted butter, dash of salt, 
dash of any flavouring you wish, 4 
tablespoons flour, % cup milk, 

Beat the egg yolks, add the 
Sugar and beat again. Stir in the 
butter and whatever flavouring you 
Prefer, add the flour and milk al- 
ternately and at the end fold in 
the stiffly beaten egg whites. Pour 
into a well greased. pan. Put it 
into a larger pan with hot water 
and bake until firm — about an 
hour. Serve it hot with any top- 
ping you prefer. The one I lke 
most is the tinned chocolate sauce. 

Strawherry Shortcake Dessert 
2 cups sifted flour, 4 taps. baking 
powder, dash of salt, 1 tbsp. sugar, 
% cup margarine, % cup milk, 
butter as desired, 3 cups crushed 
strawberries. 

Mix and sift the dry ingredients. 
Cut in the margarine with a knife or 
pastry blender. Add the milk gra- 
dually to make a soft dough. Turn 
out on a lightly floured board and 
knead just enough to shape into a 
bali, Roll out to 1 cm. thickness. 
Cut with floured biscult cutter or a 
glass and bake In a hot oven. 
Brush tops with butter before put- 
ting in the oven. Use a high heat 
for about 15 minutes. Split the ‘hot 
biscuits. Butter each one well and 
fil with sweetened strawberries. 
Top with more fruit. Serve . with 
another topping of fresh whipped 
cream.

Davar (Histadrut) discusses the 
Israel Army raid on terrorist bases 
in Lebanon, It points out the harm 
caused to the Arab countries by 
the terrorist organizations, and, 
drawing attention to the lesson 
learned by Jordan, expresses the 
hope that Lebanon, too, wili not 
evade a confrontation with the ter- 
Torists. “Until such time, Israel has 
No option but to employ its own 
forces In order to remove the ter- 
rorista from the vicinity of its set- 
tlements."" 

Hatzofe {National Religious), re- 
calling the Druse tractorist’s mur- 
der, whose perpetrators set out from 
Lebanese territory, justifies the raid 
for its deterrent effect, even if it 
is only of short-term duration. “For 
all the sorrow over the death of 
the Israeli officer and the wounding 
of the three other soldiers, a lack 
of reaction would be likely to en- 
courage an increase in terrorist ac- 
tivitles and endanger the inhabi.

First radiation company, 


Sor-Van, to be built

NAHAL SOREX.— The cornerstone 
of the first sciencé-based industry, 
named the Sor-Van Radiation Com- 
pany, at the Nahal Sorek nuclear 
Tegearch centre, was laid yesterday 
morning in the presence of Mr. 
Oscar Van Leer, President of the 

Van Leer group. 

Mr. Van Leer, who put up half the 
investment for the IL2m. plant, 
noted that the enterprise gave ex- 
pression to his belief that Israelis, 
to succeed in a competitive world, 
had to concentrate on their “tintel- 
lect,” and devote themselves to those 
industries which demanded train- 
ing, education and thinking. The 
name, “Sor-Van,” is a combination 
of the words “Sorek” and Van Leer." 
The other half of the investment 
came from the Government. 

The pliant, which will encompass 
some 740 square metres of floor 
Space, should be finished and in 
operation by October or November 
this year. At first, it will employ 
about eight persons, Later, the staff 
will increase to at least 16. 

At first, Jt wes noted, the plant 
would ‘drradiate surgical ‘and medi- 
cal instruments and supplies” for 
the medical profession. Later, it is 
hoped to irradiate vegetables and 
fruits, since this had proved to be 
an excellent method of protecting 
them from the destructive effects 
of germs and pests, (Experiments 
with onions in Israel had proved 
highly successful. However, there 
were still same gremlins to be eli- 
minated in irradiating potatoes and 
other vegetables which had to be 
stored for long periods.) 

Mr. Van Leer — whose group 
consists of some 65 companies main- 
ly engaged in all phases of packag- 
ing, in SO countries — noted that this 
was his first venture of this type. 
However, he believed that it was an 
integral factor in the packaging in- 
dustry, for packaging included not 
only what went into the package, 
but also. how it maintained its ex- 
istemce there. However, it is not his 
first venture in science-based in- 
dustries. He is part-owner of the 
successful Israel Electro-Optical 
Company of Rehovot.

Mr. Rabinowitz pointed out that 
the old zoo came into belng before 
the high-priced residential district 
around it, “‘The fact that there was 
@ zoo six metres away did not deter 
people from building homes in the 
area. The Ramat Gan houses are 
between 100 and 200 metres away. 
The parking lot and entries are on 
the other side of the zoo, while 
closest to Ramat ‘Gan wii be ad- 
ministration buildings. Besides, Ra- 
mat Gan was not so squeemish 
about constructing factories right 
near Tel ‘Aviv houses,” Mr. Rabino- 
witz noted. : 

He reported that a tender for a 
new indoor market to replace the 
present Carmel Market eyesore will 
be issued soon. This follows agree- 
ment by the Israel Lands Authority 
to hand over 26 dunams of iand 
needed for the new market.

come exceeds IL275 a month and 
a family of 10, whose total income 
exceeds IL460. 

Jt was also decided at the bud- 
get debate that the problem of 
chronically sick old people should 
be referred to the Ministry of 
Health, However, the Ministry 
spokesman told The. Post -yester- 
day, “We have no money for this 
until April.” The was 
aware, he said, that the problem

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world,” but it could not afford to 
give hetp just now. It might, how- 
ever, request a special budget for 
this next year, he said.
